> in the attempt, and two 
i crewmen were captured. 

U. S. authorities said the 
plane was seized by customs 
1 agents at an airport in Lan- 
| tana, near Palm Beach. 

^ “We believe there was a 
probable violation of neu- 
r trality laws,” a state depart- 
, ment official said. 

Investigation is continuing, 
he said. No arrests have 
. been made. 

’ Authorities said the bombs 
probably will be detonated in 
Florida’s everglades. 

Dr. Orlando Bosch, head 
of the insurrectional move- 
ment group, said he could 
say nothing about the seiz- 3 
ure. 
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
